BOTH REPORT CAPTURE OF 


MANY GUNS AND PRISONERS 


Iondon.—Both the German and 
French official reports contain evi- 
dence that the allies’ offensive move- 
ment is beginning to gather impetus, 
and is meeting with stubborn re- 
sistance from the German_ troops 
who have been left to hold the 
Western line while their comrades 
are battling with the Russians in 
‘the East. 

The Wrench have been particularly 
active in the Woevre region, where 
they have been trying to cut off the 


German force, which projects like 
an arrowhcad to St. Mihiel, on the 
Meuse. 

The German report shows. that 


General Joffre’s men have reached a 
point midway between St. Mihiel and 
Pont-a-Mousson, so they must have 
got across the German line of com- 
munications, but they lost 600 men in 
prisoners, and a large number of 
killed and wounded. 


In the same region the French 


claim to have made substantial prog- 
ress, There has also been more 
fighting around Ypres in’ Flanders. 


The battles in Poland continue al- 
most without intermission, and while 
both Russians and Germans announce 
successes and the capture of prison- 


ers and guns, apparently no decisive 
result has been reached in any series 
of contests. The Germans are still 
deliverin heavy blows at «he Rus- 
sian center, where they assert thes 
took 11,000 prisoners and forty ma- 
chine guns, while to the south of 
Cracow, where the Russians are on 
the offensive, Grand Duke Nicholas 
records the capture of 4000 prison- 
ers, four guns and seven machine 
guns. 


Another Russian force is holding 
the passes of the Carpathians, and is 
thus preventing the Austrians from 
sending relief to their army in Gali 
cia. There is no news of the Ger 
man troops who are advancing south 
of Mlawa, with the object of attempt- 
ing to turn the Russian right, since 
Petrograd reported a partial 
over them.

WORDS OF KING PETER 
ANIMATE SERVIANS 
TO VICTORY } 


PARIS—The inspiring presence and 
word of King Peter of Servia are given 
as the chief cause of the successes 
recently achieved by the Servian army, 
says a dispatch from Nish, Servia, to 
the Matin. 

“Soldiers! Heroes! Your old King 
has come to die with you for the 
fatherland, for Servia. Let us drive 
out the enemy.” 

These were the words of King Peter 
before the order for the general attack 
was given which resulted in the defeat 
of the Austrians. The aged King ar. 
rived on the battle front at the su- 
preme moment when the country’s 
fate hung in the balance. Mounted on 
a charger, he slowly rode through the 
Servian lines and was everywhere 
greeted with the wildest enthusiasm. 

His words, according to the Nish 
dispatch, had the effect of a train of 
gunpowder, and the unforgettable bat- 
tle began before Topola, the cradle of 
the Karageorgavitch dynasty, ten 
miles from Mount Oplenatz, where rest 
the ashes of the Servian hero’s royal 
family. 


Beseiged Fortress From 
Two_Directions 


London.—Supreme efforts to raise 
the siege of Cracow were being made 
by the German and Austrian forces, 
according to late‘ reports. 

It was reported that Archduke Fred- 
erick, who had command of the Aus 
trian army, has yielded the direction 


of operations to the German General} 


Staff, in the hope that it might ac- 
complish what he has hitherto failed 
to do. - 

The fighting south of Cracow was 
developing into one of the greatest 
battles of the war. 

The Germans and Austrians were 
trying desperately to break the Rus: 
sian line by massed frontal attacks. 
The artillery fire was terrific. The 
Germans outranged the Russian guns, 
but Cossacks, fighting on foot, were 
holding the Russian positions. 

There are indications that German 
cavalry was endeavoring to cross the 
Carpathians from Galicia into Hun 
gary, to relieve the situation in the 
latter country, where the Russians 
have been active for some time. 

Petrograd reports told of tremen- 
dous losses inflicted by the Slavs on 
the German and Austrian infantry 
in a fight on the Lososina river. 


COAST DEFENSES ARE 
EXPLAINED BY DANIELS 


One Object of Canal is to Dis 
patch Warships to Coast 


WASHINGTON—The 
necessity of dreadnoughts to maintain 
the strength of the great powers at 
sea, with submarine boats and_ sub- 
marine mines as minor essentials, was 
emphasized by Secretary Daniels be- 
fore the House. Naval Committee. He 
declared that if a foreign foe came to 
attack the United States the battle 
ships would first be relied upon, and 
then would come the submarines and 
mines. 

Danielg reiterated that the Euro- 
pean war so far had demonstrated the 
wisdom of the naval program outlined 
for this session of congress. 

“Battleships,” he said, “are the only 
ships we can rely on to command the 
seas. We have today more larger and 
speedier, more improved battleships 
than ever before, with a greater ton- 
nage than ever before. We have more 
guns, much larger and better, with 
greater range, than ever before, and 
far greater destructive power. Un- 
doubtedly we have more complete 
auxiliary craft—submarines, torpedo- 
boats, much better coast defense, more 
men than ever. before and the men far 
more efficient, better, equcated and 
more completely equipped—than in all 
the history of the country.” 

The naval strength -@f the Pacific 
was then taken up. Secretary Daniels 
testified there were no dreadnoughts 
there, and the Oregon; now being put 
again in commission and more than 
twenty years old, was the only bat- 
tleship there. He told of the cruisers, 
gunboats and torpedo flotilla there. 

“Do you regard the Pacific Coast 
defenses as adequate for war?” asked 
Representatives Stevens of California. 

“Oh, no.” 

Stevens askgd if with no war craft 
of any importance on the Pacific, the 
secretary would feel safe. The secre- 
tary replicd that one ef the purposes 
of building the Panama Canal was 
to enable the dispatch of war vessels 
through it. ss

REPULSED AT DOVER 


London.—Half a dozen German sub- 
marines made an attempt to enter 
Dover Admiralty harbor, according to 
a dispatch to the Exthange’ Telegraph 
Company, and for half an hour the 
batteries kept up a furious fusillade, 
firing at least two hundred shots. It 
is reported that two or ‘three of the 
submarines were sunk, but no confir- 
mation of this can be obtained. 

The attempt was made under cover 
of early morning darkness and dur- 
ing a heavy rainstorm, The first 
alarm, says the dispatch, was given by 
the firing of a naval gun, and soon 
all the batteries were in action.

It fs announced that a series of 
moving picture shows will be provided 
at the Panama-Pacific exposition in 
Ban Francisco, to illustrate work of 
the government departments. ‘The de- 
partment of agriculture has for some 
time been doing experimental work, 
looking to the extensive use of moving 
pictures to educate farmers, chicken 
raisers, dairymen, and others, in prop- 
er methods. The public health service 
work is especially susceptible to this 
kind of presentation in the effort to 
educate the public. 

Commercial concerns have been 
studying the pubHcity «possibilities of 
the films for a long time, and they 
are using them in some ways; but 
their use for pure commercial adver- 
tising has not thus far been made 
very effective. It is in the realm of 
educational effort that they carry 
their lesson most effectively. 

If somebody has been able, or shall 
have been able before the war ends, 
to get some properly impressive films 
of war scenes, the “movies” will give 
the world its most striking demon- 
strations of the desirability of peace 
and the horrors of war. r

Hate and war must go hand in hand. 
You couldn’t go out and shoot your 
neighbor to death unless you first 
hated him. If circumstances Bhould 
<orce you to such a thing you would 
speedily, by a sort of self-hypnosis, 
work yourself into a state of mind 
where you honestly believed that kill- 
Ing was entirely too good for him. 
This is just what the nations in Eu- 
rope have done, writes Martin Mar- 
shall in Leslie’s. We read now how 
the Germans have despised the Eng- 
lish in the past and how the French 
have for 44 years longed for revenge 
on the Germans; of how Belgium 
hated the kaiser with’the hatred of 
fear, and of mutual antagonisms be- 
tween Teuton and Serb. These senti- 
ments were partly official and conven- 
tional, but mostly imaginary. The 
people got along pretty well together. 
Frenchmen did business in Berlin and 
Germans went holidaying to Paris; 
London's restaurants were largely 
manned by German staffs and Russian 
peasants helped to réap the harvests 
In Prussia. Educated men in each of 
these nations prided themselves on 
their familiarity with the languages of 
the others, and enjoyed their litera- 
ture, art and music. 

Then came war, and all was 
changed. Some millions of men were 
going to slaughter each other, and 
first they had to convince themselves 
that they ought to do it.

ficient. 

Substances other than carbonic acid, 
such as lactic acid, are produced, and, 
when these substances reach the re- 
spiratory centers by the way of the 
blood they excite it to such activity 
that one overbreathes. That is, the 
violent panting ventilates the carbon- 
ic acid out of the blood more rapidly 
than the body is producing it. The 
substances which thus overestimate 
the respiratory center are not vola- 
tile and cannot be given off by way 
of the Jungs, but they appear to be 
rather rapidly oxydized in the blood. 

When the carbonic acid has been 
considerably diminished a part of the 
stimulus to the respiratory center is 
removed so that one can breathe more 
moderately—that is, one gets his “sec- 
ond wind.” When the exertion stops, 
the production of the stimulating sub- 
stances ceases, and the quantity of 
carbonic acid in the blood having been 
reduced below the amount necessary 
to stimulate the respiratory center, 
one falls into a period of apnoea fol 
lowed by Cheyne-Stokes breathing, 
like an engine with a sensitive gov- 
ernor and no flywheel. Breathing 
oxygen under these conditions hastens 
the combustion of the acid substances 
which have accumulated in the blood. 
—Yale Review.
